Before the Court of Claims de- 
cision in June 1956 in favor of 
Army Lt. Col. Louis S. Tracy, per- 
sonnel retired for disability before 
qualifying for length-of-service re- 
tirement were paid at their active 
duty rate. But those going out on 
service were advanced to their 
highest Reserve grade. 


The decision set off services 
parrying with the Comptroller, first 
to get all officers covered by the 
ruling and then to include enlisted 
men and warrants.

WASHINGTON. — Officer 
promotions will probably be as 
great in number this year as 
last, the Army said this week. 
In the grade of captain they 
have already. exceeded the 
number the Army told Con- 
gress would be made in Fiscal 
Year 1959. 

This was heartening news to of- 
ficers who had previously been 
told that promotions during FY 
1959. to captain and above’ would 
total. about one-third as many as 
last year. 

So far in’ the first three months 
of FY 1959 the Army has not only 
exceeded its predicted. promotion 
potential for new generals and 
captains but has also almost 
equalled the numbers predicted to 





major and lieutenant colonel. 


Only promotions to colonel lag 
behind predictions.. Yet here, too, 
they are expected to come close 
to the number made last year. 

The Army said it was not yet 
ready to predict the exact num- 
bers to be made in FY 1959. 


“We-anticipate promotions will 
total about the same as in the past 
fiscal year,” an official statement 
from the office of the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Personnel said. 
Officials explained that there would 
be some variations this year by

“The factors involved in estab- 
lishing promotion capability are:

On New Weapons Hunt 





$91-Million Spent on Research 


WASHINGTON. — The Arty is 
spending nearly $91 millions in re- 
search during the current fiscal 
year in a hunt for new weapons, 
including a device to prevent flash 
blindness from atomic weapons. 

That was reported this week in 
a new fact sheet on the Army’s Re- 
search and Development office. 
The $90.8 millions being spent this 
year is in contrast to $83.9 millions 
expended in fiscal year 1958 and 
$74.6 millions in fiscal '57. 

The report listed many areas 
where, it was said, “the Army has 
knowledge requirements.” The list 
gave a hint of what scientists are 
thinking about for possible, future 
wars. Among the needs, the Army 
said, are: 

“Improved overland mobility — 
Dependence: on conventional road 
er rail nets must be reduced in 
future field operations. Such means 
might include the vehicle which 
either travels on the land or just 
above it, but is relatively indepen- 
dent of the terrain. 

“Superior energy sources 
both ground and air vehicles 
the overseas logistic requirement 
in recent wars has included approxi- 
mately 60 percent of the tonnage 
in fuel, Means must be found for 
reducing this requirement through 
improved fuels, new engine con- 
cepts, or both. 

“An individual IFF (Identifica- 


for 


tion of Friend or Foe) device — 
Some relatively simple means of 
establishing location and identifi- 
cation of friendly forces would be 
of significant help to the friendly 
force commander in many situa- 
tions, including the usé of atomic 
weapons in close proximity to his 
troops. 

“Prevention of flash blindness 





from ‘atomic weapons — A simple 
device in the general design of 
glasses which would permit vision 
under ordinary light conditions, 
but would prevent temporary or 
prolonged flash blindness following" 
an atomic burst, is one of the 
number of individual protective de- 
vices that would be of value to the 
future Army.”

‘Production-Type’ Jupiter 


Fails in First 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla.—The 
Army’s first attempt to launch a 
“production-type” Jupiter IRBM 
failed there this week with the 
range safety officer pushing the 
“destruct button” 28 seconds after 
the big; bird had lifted from the 
launching. pad. 

The usually reliable . guidance 
system of the Jupiter failed to 
keep it on its programmed -flight 
path. 

It is questionable that the firing, 
even though the missile got off the 
pad successfully, could be describ- 
ed as anything but a failure, 

This was the eleventh Jupiter 
shot, Of the first 10, six were 
called fully successful, four par- 
tially so, There were no previous 
failures, 

This week’s shot, which came 
nine days after its original sched- 
uling, would normally be called a 
partial success, under the termi- 
nogogy used by the services, since 
it did get off the pad. 

But this.was not an R&D missile. 
More than 90 percent of its com- 
ponents were supplied by produc- 
ers who are making the parts of 
the Jupiter as subcontractors to 
Chrysler Corporation, 

Chrysler had assembled this mis- 
sile. Key parts of it were installed 
at Redstone Arsenal before it was 
put in place here for its test firing.

FORT MONMOUTH, N.J.— An 
expansion program is now under- 
way at the Signal School’s tele- 
vision studio, which manages daily 
programs telecast over WFM-TY, 
Fort Monmonth’s closed circuit TV 
station. . 

Remodeling operations, slated for 
eompletion this month, will result 
in a completely new studio at the 
present site.

Trial Overseas 


The Supreme Court decisions in the 
Covert and Smith cases have now 
their logical end, to the military’s distress 
and to the puzzlement of service dependents 
scattered throughout the world. 

Mrs. Clarice Covert in Europe and Mrs. 
Dorothy Smith in Japan killed their service- 
men husbands. (Theirs are called “capital” 
offenses, because conviction may bring the 
death penalty). Each woman was tried by 
court martial and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. As dependents, both ¢hallenged the 
jurisdiction of military law. Their appeals 
reached the Supreme Court. 

Four of the nine judges held that depend- 
ents were not under military jurisdiction ex- 
cept in wartime. Two other judges held that, 
in capital cases, dependents were entitled to 
trial in civilian courts. Because a majority of 
five was necessary to any decision in the 
Smith, and Covert cases, the remarkable ver- 
dict was that dependents are liable to court 
martial in felonies for which the death pen- 
alty cannot be imposed, but they are not li- 
able to military trial for treason or murder. 

Of course, this opinion could not stand, for 
neither the Constitution nor the law divides 
felonies into two such classes, so far as trial 
procedures are concerned. 

Then the U.S. Court of Appeals in Wash- 
ington held, two to one, that dependents 
abroad are not subject to court martial for 
any offense. This was not unexpected. The 
surprise was that one of the three judges 
could rule otherwise in the face of the Su- 
preme Court’s action. 

Where does that leave defense officials? 
Probably in one of five situations, wherein 
they may: 

@ Forget about justice, letting depend- 
ents commit crimes with impunity. 

@ Bring them home for trial in U.S. 
courts. Along with them of course, bring 
droves of witnesses. (This assumes that a 
foreign national can be brought to testify in 
a U.S. court against his will or the will of 
his government, which is not true). 

@ Create a system of U.S. civil courts 
in oversea territories. (The cost would be 
great. The nations in which they were 
located would have to consent, which is not 
likely). 





@ Order all dependents home. If any 
went back, they would be as tourists, living 
on the local economy and subject to foreign 
law. (This alternative would jolt service 
morale). 

@ Turn the dependents over to local law, 


just as if they were any other civilians living 
abroad. 

In this connection, the latest ruling, fol- 
lowing the Court of Appeals decision, is in- 
teresting. District Judge Letts ordered the 
release of a woman held by the Army in Ger- 
many for unpremeditated murder—not a 
capital offense. But he ordered her released 
in Germany. This leaves the German courts 
free to try Mrs. Emma Cheaves; they prob- 
ably will do so. 

Indeed, this seems to be the only prac- 
ticable one of the five alternatives to mili- 
tary trial. 

But the Supreme Court, by its ruling, has 
not assured Constitutional safeguards for er- 
rant dependents abroad, as it wanted to. It 
apparently has ended United States jurisdic- 
tion of all types—civilian or military, Con- 
stitution abridged, Constitution unabridged, 
or Constitution as applied to the military 
through the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice. 

There’s the problem. It will be interest- 
ing to see how a solution is worked out. 
Meanwhile, the perplexed and harassed mili- 
tary authorities have our sympathy.

Linguists Poorly Used 


(Editor’s Note: The ee hg piece refers 
to a news story we carried, 20 September, 
on the opening of a language school at 
Fort Hood for the refresher training of 
Military Intelligence specialists, Its pur- 
pose: to preserve their language profici- 
ency.)

The story on the language refresher 
school was of interest but somewhat dis- 
concerting to some of us for whom these 
refresher courses will be provided. The 
article in part did not depict a true pic- 
ture of the fate in store for most Army 
Language School graduates, who are also 
potential Military Intelligence linguists. 

In paragraph three it’s stated that 
“Personnel selected for training at the 
facility have had Army language train- 
ing at the language school in Monterey, 
Calif., and usually have served where the 
language capability was needed.” The ad- 
verb “usually” in the article should have 
been replaced by the word “might,” for 
only one out of every 10 Military In- 
telligence linguists uses the language he 
has studied at the Army Language 
School. 

Of the other ALS graduates, not classi- 
fied as MI linguists, I would estimate that 
only one out of every 20 may have served 
in overseas tours where the language he 
studied could be used. 


+ * * 


THE ARTICLE further stated that 
Army must provide training for intelli- 
gence linguists when they return from 
their oversea tours in order to preserve 
their language proficiency. Actually, 
most ALS graduates lose any proficiency 
they may have attained within a year 
after graduating from the language 


school, for they are not afforded the op- 
portunity to serve in the country of the 
language studied nor are they utilized in 
the language. 

When a newly acquired language is not 
frequently spoken after graduation, only 
an infinitesimal degree of that proficiency 
attained upon graduation can be retained 
through reading, recordings, etc. I hasten 


to add that. the inability of a graduate 
to retain a language after graduation 
cannot be directed towards the many 
capable instructors at ALS, but towards 
the Army’s past and perhaps present re- 
assignment system for ALS graduates. 


In the past, during the two times I 
was at the language school (Turkish— 
1953-1954; Russian 1955-1956) hardly any 
graduate below the grade of major was 
ever assigned to the country of the lan- 
guage he had studied. 


. “ * 


I REALIZE that it isn’t practical or 
feasible for the Army to send an entire 
graduating class to a country where the 
language could be further pursued. But 
it does appear to me that a greater num- 
ber of ALS graduates, in the enlisted 
grades particularly, could be sent to these 
areas, since the enlisted personnel of the 
American Army generally have more con- 
tact with the populace than officers. 

It is said that we have missions in 
many countries. It would be interesting 
to know how many members of each mis- 
sion could speak the language before 
going to the country; and how many mem- 
bers of each mission studied the language 
of the country he serves in at the Army 
Language School. I realize that mission 
personnel are trained specialists in cer- 
tain fields, but it seems unlikely that some 
of the hundreds of ALS graduates could 
not have been so trained or incapable of 
being trained in a given specialty.

Identified as “Special Orders 
No: 000,” the message relieves the 
troopers from assignment to the 
division’s 8th Cavalry, reduces 
them in rank a grade and trans- 
fers them -to the 84th Infantry in 
Alaska, 

The orders direct that travel to 
Alaska “will be accompanied by 
land, on foot, without skis, at a 
minimum of 50 miles -per day.” 

Their reduction in rank is on 
the theory that anyone who would 
ask to walk 201 miles—even for 
UGN — is irresponsible and per- 
haps dangerous. 

Having “so fully demonstrated 
qualifications for the infantry,” 
the order says, it is only proper 
that they hike themselves to an in- 
fantry outfit—and quickly.

Has Gear 


To Aid Field Soldier

FORT MONROE, Va.—Army re- 
search and development has not 
lost sight of the individual soldier, 
and particularly the infantryman, 
in. spite of the greater glamor of 
guided missiles, it was demon- 
strated here this week. 

R&D in the fields of training and 
individual equipment 8nd weapons 
was discussed and displayed in a 
press showing here. 


U.S. CONARC commander, Gen. 
Bruce C. Clarke said that “we have 
done a ggpat deal to make (the 
ground soldier) more effective and 
more comfortable.”

HE POINTED OUT that as the 
Army disperses te greater “and 
greater distances between units, 
and within units, the small unit 
becomes more and more important. 
More responsibility must be given 
to the lieutenant and sergeant, 
Gen. Clarke said. 

This means, he argued, that 
more attention must be given to 
the training of smal] unit leaders. 

This is one area that CONARC, 
which is responsible for all] Army 
training, is looking into. Results 
are hard to detail. One result has 
been the establishment of an in- 
creasing number of NCO acade- 
mies with a standardized course 
of instruction. 

*” - . 

ANOTHER PROBLEM in the 
training area that Gen. Clarke said 
must be solved is that of cutting 
down on the time it takes to make 
a skilled soldier and weld him into 
a team with other soldiers. 

In War II and Korea it took 
more than nine months to train_a 
division. In addition, training is 
expensive. To train one man for 
one hour, CONARC has figured 
costs $4.74. To train a 200-man 
company for one eight-hour day 
costs $7384. 

Gen. Clarke and his deputy CG 
for Reserve forces, Lt. Gen. Her- 
bert B. Powell, indicated that there 
are ways in which training time 
can be saved so that divisions are 
ready faster. What they are wasn’t 
detailed until the Army is con 
vinced that these new ways will 
work.

THE WORK being done by the 

Human Resources Research Office 








(HUMRRO) was also singled out 
by Gen. Clarke for its research in 
such areas as t firing, the 
recently adopted ‘e ranges, 
and similar areas of training and 
procedures which should increase 
the soldier’s effectiveness in the 
field. 

Also shown were a number of 
new devices, both weapons and 
equipment, which should make the 
individual soldier’s lot easier. 

These included the AN/PPS4 
“Silent Sentry” antipersonnel ra- 
dar set which extends the range 
of an observer far beyond the cap- 
abilities of the human eye at night. 

There was a new body armor— 
1T54-29—which is articulated in the 
back, making movement easier 
and giving eater protection 
around the neck and throat. 

The “explosive foxhole digger” 
is now entering final test stage, it 
was reported. This device, weigh- 
ing only five pounds, fires a shaped 
charge into the ground and will 
loosen soil to the extent that a 
foxhole, which used to take hours 
to complete, can now be finished 
off in minutes. It does not ac- 
tually dig the foxhole without fin- 
ishing touches fram the soldier 
with his entrenching tool.

ALSO DEMONSTRATED was a 
new flame thrower, which is 24 
pounds lighter than the standard 
M2A1, The new one, which has 
silhouette lower than the standard 
model, also is easier to fire and 
to get rid of if necessary. 

A message pad which has no car- 
bon paper but from which can be 
taken an original message and as 
many copies as needed was 
shown. Chemical treatment on the 
paper makes this time-saver pos- 
sible.

KEY to the new radar is some- 


ning.” From this comes the name 
of the new radar “Frescanner.” 

In conventional radar, two an- 
tenna are needed. One sweeps 
the sky by rotating to get direc- 
tion and distance. A second 
sweeps the sky vertically to get 
altitude:. These two results are 
reported by voice, plotted manual- 
ly, with the result that errors are 
made and time is consumed, 

The new Frescanner radar ro- 
tates much as conventional radar 
does. But by a special antenna 
system, it also “sweeps” vertical- 
ly by changing the frequency of 
the scanning radiation, achieving 
motion electronically instead of 
mechanically. 

Result is that all the informa- 
tion is received by the one anten- 
na, which then reports it on two 
screens,

THE SCREENS themselves are 
clear, easy to ‘read, and free of 
clutter. The antenna is much 
lighter than conventional vertical 
scanning systems. And the power 
available for the “pencil beam” 
is greater because the horizontal 
portion of. the signal is concentrat- 
ed instead of dispersed into a fan. 

The Frescanner radar is similar 
to one being developed by Hughes 
for the Navy for use on board ship. 

It is one element of the Missile 
Monitor. This is a system of fire 
control for antiaircraft missiles 
(Nike and Hawk) for use with a 
tactical field army comparable to 
the Missile Master, which is de-

New lieutenant colonels: There 
were 1188 promotions to tem- 
porary lieutenant colonel in FY 
1958. The Army said in January 
it expected to make only 370 such 
promotions in FY 1959. Already 
since 1 July, there have been, 
through last week, 309 temporary 
promotions to lieutenant colonel. 
Officials said there were more to 
come. : 

New majors: Against an actual 
promotion total in FY 1958 of 2573 
and a predicted total of 401 in 
FY 1959, the Army has already 
made 344 promotions to major. 
Again, officials indicate that the 
actual FY 1959 promotion total 
will far exceed the FY 1959 pre- 
diction. 

New captains: The Army pro- 
moted 3316 to captain in FY 1958. 
In FY 1959, it said in January, it 
would be able to make only 1427. 
Since 1 July, the Army has made 
1873 captains and the end is not 
yet in sight.

THE ARMY’S GOAL is to main- 
tain an even flow of promotions 
in all grades every year. It is for 





this reason that the phasing of 
promotions was modified early 
this year so that there was a 
“carry over” of vacancies from 
FY 1958 into FY 1959, making the 
continuing promotion program pos- 
sible. 

In a press conference last week, 
Under Secretary of Defense Don- 
ald Quarles said that the military 
budget for next year (FY 1960) 
would be slightly larger than this 
year’s and that the relative appor- 
tionment of money to be spent 
would be about the same for all 
services. This would indicate that 
if there is to be any cut in mili- 
tary strength in FY 1960, it will 
be slight. 

Mr. Quarles also said that the 
President “has not changed his 
mind” about the end strength that 
he originally set for the Army 
for 30 June 1959. This is 870,000. 

However, Quarles also said that 
because of the world situation ‘it 
was not felt wise at this time to 
begin to cut back the Army’s 
strength to the 870,000 figure. 

He ducked a direct answer as 
to the size of the Army. for 30 
June 1959 and for 30 June 1960. 

Although this leaves things up 
in the air as far as exact figures 
are concerned, it would indicate 





no substantial cut in Army strength 
for some time to come.

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Army Trio Explores U 


FORT SHERMAN, C. Z.—Five thousand feet above the 
wild jungles of the Republic of Panama stand the Serrania 
de Canazas—a range of mountains so remote and unknown 
that they did not even appear on maps until about two years 


ago. 

It was here that three officers 
assigned to the Jungle Warfare 
Training Center at Fort Sherman 
decided to spend a leave. Among 
the many chasms, cliffs and rock 
obstacles, the three hoped to study 
the variety of tropical areas at dif- 
ferent elevations, to explore, and 
to test certain navigation theories 
in unmapped terrain, 

Accompanied by one _Choco 
Indian, Maj. Michael C. Chester, 
ist Lt. Robert Downen and ist Lt. 
Keith Q. Colson—all gxpert instruc- 
tors in jungle warfare— kicked off 
on their journey from the small 
town of Chepo, From that point, 
they traveled in a Cayuco equipped 
with an outboard motor and went 
out the mouth of the Bayano River, 
along the coast and up the Rio 
Maestra to the Platinariz until rap- 
ids and shallows made further prog- 
ress impossible, 

By nightfall of their first day, 
the three had reached a _ point 
where the last links with civiliza- 
tion were severed. Their boatman 
left them here, He was to proceed 
up the Bayano to the Ipeti River. 
He was to establish a camp at the 
junction of the Ipeti and the Em- 
brollo (a river which does not show 
on maps) and await the jungle 
travelers. If they had not joined 
him in two weeks, the boatman 
could assume an emergency situa- 
tion and put a search into motion.

THEY STRUGGLED through liv- 
ing log jams, inched their way 
around and over fantastic rock for- 
mations, forded rushing mountain 
torrents that criss-crossed un- 
mapped tropical terrain, toward a 
destination that was a pinpoint in 
the wilderness, As they entered 
this tropical Shangri-la, they no- 
ticed that so untouched was the 
area by civilization that the animals 
seemed unafraid of them.

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Missile Commands Near Firm 


WASHINGTON—Firm organiza- 
tion of the three types of missile 
commands — the Army’s newest 
combined arms units — is expected 
to be announced soon. 

Two medium commands and one 
air-transportable command already 
have been set up under tentative 
tables of organization and equip- 
ment. They have gone through 
many tests and are now considered 
fairly “firm,” though minor 
changes are planned. 

Strength cuts and lack of funds 
have prevented the creation of six 
commands, under the original 
schedule. The existing medium 
commands are the Ist USA Missile 
Command (Med.), the major com-

which will get interim pro pay. 
As quickly as possible, the Army 
will announce dates for testing in 
other MOS’s. 

The 8211 NCO’s and specialists 
who receive interim extra pay will 
have to take the MOS tests and 
they will lose the pay if they fail 
to tally above a cut-off score. 


First checks of $30 a month 
extra will go out on the first pay 
day after 1 November and 2056 
men will receive them in that 
month. An additional 1958 will 
get them in December, 2203 in 
January and 2354 in February.

THE DEPARTMENT of Defense 
two weeks ago authorized the 
Army to hand out pro pay to 28,- 
800 men in the current fiscal year 
as it gave a total of about 80,000 
such spaces to all services. How- 
ever, the Budget Bureau forced 
DOD to set the P-1 rate at $30 a 
month extra instead of the $35 
recommended by all services. 


DOD is expected to announce in 
a few weeks the quotas and 
amounts for P-2 and P-3 categories. 


Once given the go-ahead by DOD, 
the Army moved speedily, though 
it had to concede a lead to the 
other services. The Navy and Air 
Force have had testing systems in 
critical skills for years while the 
Army had to set up a new system 
as the rifle and cannon were 
phased in with new, more com- 
plicated weapons. 

To keep pace with the other 
services, the Army worked out the 
interim pro pay plan so_ that 
morale of its NCO’s and specialists 
would not be hurt. 

* ” - 

THE ARMY is authorized by law 
to give pro pay to 15 percent of 
its total enlisted strength over the 
next four-year period. It can give 
up to 15 percent of the ratings to 
men in “non-critical” skills, such 
as its top administrative NCO’s, 
and to outstanding combat men. 

Pro pay was designed principally 
to keep critical skills in the Army. 
It is an integral part of the overall 
Enlisted Management Pro gram 
which also brought higher pay, 
higher grade ratings and the new 
winter green uniforms (among 
other things) into the Army to 
make it a more attractive career. 

Messages have gone out to all 
unit commanders authorizing them 
to select the men who will receive 
interim pro pay. Quotas also have 
been sent out for the interim pro- 
gram. 


Since those given pro pay will 





face later tests, it represents some- 
thing of a challenge to command- 
ers in selecting candidates. A 
commander would look bad in the 
record books, if, for instanee, the 
men he gave pro pay failed to pass 
later MOS screening. ‘ 


BY MONTH, the program will 
be phased in as follows: 

November—2056 payments in 17 
skill levels in six MOS. 

December—1598 payments in 23 
skill levels in 10 MOS.

Court Grants Disabled Pay 
On War Il ‘Binge’ Claim 


WASHINGTON.—An Army offi- 
cer who worked himself inte an 
alcoholic ward and a case of acute 
bronchitis has been allowed dis- 
ability retired pay from 14 Oct. 
1945 by the Court of Claims. 

The court ruled that three Army 
retirement boards were wrong in 
not giving Maj. Morris B. Brown 
the money. 

The board findings, the court 
said, were based primarily on a 
12-hour psychiatric examination. 
They failed to consider Brown’s 
excellent service recor: and dis- 
regarded physical examinations 
showing him to be healthy and 
normal before going on active 
duty. 

Brown first suffered from bron- 
chitis in 1943 while at Camp Tyson, 
Tenn., and was hospitalized 

In September 1944 he was as 
signed as highway control officer 


of the Seine Section Transporta- 
tion Office in Paris. This was the 
famed Red Ball Express which 


shot supplies to U.S. armies streak 
ing across Europe. 

This job required Brown to be 
on duty 16 to 18 hours a day. Then 
in November 1944 he was assigned 
as regular defense counsel to a 
general court martial, even though 
he had no legal experience.

HEAVY SENTENCES were be- 
ing handed out “as a matter of 
policy” and Brown “began blaming 
himself for this state of affairs,” 
the Court of Claims decision con- 
tined 

He began to suffer from loss of 
appetite and _ sleep. Sedatives 
didn’t help. 

He quit taking them and a doc- 
tor then “advised him that he was 
a ‘worry wart’ and suggested that 


it might be a good idea if (he) 
went out a ‘binge.’ ” 
Brown did so. Because of his 


run-down physical condition he 
wound up in a hospital with acute 
alcoholism. 





Brown was then ordered to 
Rheims but was soon hospitalized 
again for a cold. Sent back to 
duties in Paris, he began to drink 
heavily after brooding over the 
way his legal cases were going 

Brown was sent back to the 
Army hospital at Camp Butner, 
N.C., March 1945. He remained 
there until 18 August, getting no 
treatment, except for the 1'4-hour 
interview with a psychiatrist. 

Then came the “brief hearings” 
before the retiring boards which 
found his condition had existed 
before he entered the service, thus 
denying him disability retired pay.

Who Will Pilot Aerojeep 
And the Aerotruck?

we promises to be a new era in the 

Army may have begun last week 
with the successful first flight of the 
Piasecki aero jeep. 

It’s not the possibilities in transportation that 
are the immediate concern here, but the effect 
that this new piece of equipment, when finally 
in production, could have on a problem that is 
old and thorny, as far as the Army is concerned. 

The problem? Who “drives” these things? 

The stery is told that during the Mexican 
Border expedition in 1916, there was serious 
soul-searching by Army personnel experts over 
the grade that drivers of that new-fangled piece 
of equipment, the truck, should have. 


There were those who argued that such a 
complex and valuable an item should be entrusted 
to an officer. But others felt that it was possible 
to train sergeants to drive trucks. 

Finally, those who held out for awarding an 
enlisted grade to truck drivers won out. 

At about the same time, of course, the question 
was answered differently with respect to the even 
trickier aeroplane (as it was called then). Of- 
ficers were to pilot airplanes. 

With few exceptions this has prevailed ever 
since. Today, except in the Navy, there are no 
qualified enlisted pilots. 

Today the Army also has helicopter pilots in 
the warrant officer grade. 

For fixed-wing aircraft, pilots are supposed to 
be officers. A few warrant officers are flying 
fixed-wing planes. , 

o 

NOW IF the aerojeep and aerotruck — flying 
platforms of various kinds, shapes and purposes— 
are-to become the Army’s new tactical, vehicle, 
who is to pilot them? - 

Se long as they are a new item, it appears 
likely that it will be officers and/or warrant 
officers. But what happens when there is a 

flying jeep in every platoon, perhaps two or 
three? 

Will the Army seek authority to increase the 
number of warrant officers to the thousands 
that will be needed when, and if, this new vehicle 
becomes as commonplace as the jeep and truck 
is today? 

Or will — as it seems more ‘likely — the 
Army finally decide that enlisted members can 
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drive these vehicles at the low altitudes at which 
they will operate? 

For from all that has been said so far, these 
platforms will actually operate, at least part of 
the time, on roads and over level fields. They 
will. take to the air only to get over obstacles, to 
increase their speed, or to perform. special mis- 
sions. 

* + . ‘ 

WHAT EFFECT would a decision that en- 
listed members can operate flying platforms 
have on the grades given pilots of other types 
of aircraft? For that matter, since civilian firms 
are willing to pay such high salaries to fixed and 
rotary wing pilots, will they pay so well for flying 
platform drivers? 

Will this mean a ‘new field in which the 
Army cannot compete with private enterprise 
so taat, as is happening now in missiles and elec- 
tronics, the Army will be the school in which 
technicians in this field train before getting a 
high-paying civilian job? 

This question with an affirmative answer im 
plies that the Army may be forced to give war- 
rant officer or officer status to flying platforms, 
just to retain men with the necessary skill. This, 
of course, is one of the arguments now for giving 
a technician — which is what a pilot is — a com- 
mission. 

> . * 

THE GOAL in development of flying platforms 
is to provide a control system-so simple that any- 
one can operate it with a minimum of instruction. 
In addition, the goals set include stability and 
reliability of such a high order that the danger 
in flying or riding in such a vehicle is less than 
that of driving out on a Sunday afternoon. 

If such goals are met, there may be no prob- 
lem. 

But achieving such 
engineers, is doubtful for many years. 

Piasecki says it will build a four-passenger 
version of its “aero car” for civilian use. If such 
a vehicle can be sold cheaply enough, it may be 
that in the future most men on entering the 
Army will have some degree of flying skill and 
will not expect commissions if they are assigned 
as flying jeep or truck drivers. Until then, the 
Army is growing itself a problem.

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‘Year Two’ of Space Age 
Should Be Exciting

HE first year of the Space Age has just recently 

concluded its course for it was on 4 October, 
1957 that the first artificial satellite was pushed 
out of the atmosphere to take up an orbit around 
the earth. 

What did Year*One of the Space Age accom- 
plish?« And what is Year Two likely to bring? 

Naturally a few statistics have to be mentioned 
first. Sputnik No. 1 was followed by Sputnik No. 
2 on 3 November, 1957. Sputnik No. I fell in 
January 1958, Sputnik No. II died on 14 April. 
By that time Explorer No. I was in orbit — it 
still is — having been launched on 31 January. 
Vanguard test satellite was still there but one of 
has been nicknamed the grapefruit, was in orbit 
too, having been fired on 17 March. It still is 
in orbit and is expected to stay in orbit for two 
centuries. Explorer II was in orbit, too, having 
been fired on 26 Match; it lasted until 27 June. 
Explorer If had failed to orbit. 

On-1. April, 1958 not less than four different 
artificial satellités were in orbit: one Sputnik, 
one Vanguard and two Explorers. On 1 July the

list of satellites in orbit was almost the same as 
far as numbers went but with a somewhat differ- 
ent cast of characters. Sputnik No. II had been 
replaced by Sputnik No. III (fired on 15 May), the 
Vanguard test satellie was still there but one of 
the Explorers. had died. It was replaced by Explor- 
er IV, fired on.26 July. Explorer No. V and a Van- 
guard satellite failed to orbit in spite of good 
take-offs in both cases so that the list at the end 
of Year One of the Space Age is a bit shorter 
than it might have been: one Sputnik, one Van- 
guard and two Explorers, just as on 1 April, 1958.

NOW FOR the facts that have been learned 
during Year One. Sputnik No. II proved that a 
mammal would stay alive in the weightlessness 
of orbital flight for a considerable length of time. 
The same satellite also gave the first indication 
of the existence of the so-called “radiation belt” 
(Sputnik No. I did not go quite far enough away 
for this discovery) which was then confirmed by 
Explorer I and investigated in more detail by Ex-

After the Japanese defeats in the Coral Sea 
and off Midway, the United States seized the 
offensive and selected Guadalcanal in the Solo. 
mon Islands as the first objective. From the at- 
tack on 7 August 1942 until the final great naval 
victory in mid-November it was a colossal struggle. 

On 11 October a Japanese expedition was 
driven off in a surprise night attack. Japanese 
Admiral Gota was killed on the bridge of his 
ship. On 18 October Admiral Halsey was ap- 
pointed Commander of the South Pacific Force. 
By 24 October another Japanese expedition was 
approaching and division commanders applied 
to Halsey for instructions. His reply was the brief 
message: “Strike repeat strike.” Next day came 
the battle of Santa Cruz, with loss of the carrier 
Hornet, but the Japanese failed to retake the 
American positions on Guadalcanal.

And finally there will be its 
full powered flight which will carry it along a 
gigantic are to a maximum altitude of 100 miles.

But there are still more things to come. At 
Cape Canaveral the first Titan missile is on its 
pad. This first one is for so-called engineering 
check-out only. It can’t fly, or if it can it prob- 
ably won’t be flown. But more Titans are com- 
ing up and more and more people are looking at 
the Titan with one thought in mind. That thought 
is: if the Titan checks out as reliable it will be 
a magnificent first stage for all kinds of space 
operations.

WARS ARE started afid carried 
on by human beings, who make 
decisions under the terrible pres- 
sures of events—not only events 
that cause war to be started, but 
events that take place after the 
war has started> If among these 
events is the use of nuclear 
weapons by one side, then the 
other side is immediately under 
the most severe pressure to retali- 
ate in kind if it can. 

It makes no sense to a govern- 
ment in such a situation to be told 
that the nuclear weapons being 
used are only little ones. It makes 
no sense to a government which, 
though not directly involved, sees 
an opposing state using nuclear 
weapons in a so-called limited situ- 
ation to be told this is just a local 
event, 


If nuclear weapons are once-used 
in a future war, limited or other- 
wise, the chain-reaction of fear 
that will ensue cannot be limited. 
If one government crosses the line 
and ventures into the unknown 
land of nuclear violence, no bounds 
cam be set to the consequences. 

What is more, nuclear weapons 
are unsuited to most of the so- 
called limited war situations that 
can now -be envisaged. This view 
rests on the lessons of past ex- 
perience. 

Could the British have conceiv- 
ably used nuclear weapons in the 
Suez crisis to slaughter the 
Egyptian population of Port Said? 

Could we, today, use nuclear 
weapons to eliminate the Com- 
munist artillery surrounding the 
Quemoy Islands? 

Could nuclear weapons have 
been used in Greece, or the Berlin 
blockade, or by the French in Al- 
geria, if they had had such arms? 

Obviously the very idea is an 
absurdity. To make a holocaust 
of uncountable thousands .of inno- 
cent human beings in order to gain 
the limited objective of a. limited 
war is simply unthinkable for 
civilized powers reasonably respon- 
sive to the moral and religious 
values of the Western world.

Math Classic 
Now Paperback 


AN INTRODUCTION TO MATH- 
EMATICS by Alfred North White- 
head. Galaxy Books. Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, New York, $1.50,

With mathematics playing an in- 
creasingly important role in the 
Army today, many soldiers should 
welcome the paperback edition of 
this classic first published in Eng- 
land in 1911. Incidentally, it was 
not until 1948 that a revised Amer- 
ican edition was brought out. 

Early in the book, Mr. White- 
head writes: 

“The reason for the failure of 
mathematics to live up to its rep- 
utation is that the fundamental 
ideas: are not explained to the stu- 
dent disentangled from the tech- 
nical procedure which has been 
invented to facilitate their exact 
presentation in particular instances. 
Accordingly, the unfortunate learn- 
er finds himself struggling to ac- 
quire a. knowledge of a mass of 
details which are not illuminated 
by any general conception, With- 
out a doubt, technical facility is 
a first requisite for valuable men- 
tal activity: we shall fail to appre- 
ciate the rhythm of Milton, or the 
passion of Shelley, so long as we 
find it necessary to spell the words 
and are not quite certain of the 
forms of the individual letters; In 
this sense there is no royal road to 
learning. But it is equally an error 
to confine attention to technical 
processes, excluding consideration 
of general ideas. Here lies the 
road to pedantry.” 

This book is not a primer. It is 
not designed to teach the technical 
processes of mathematics. What 
it will do is introduce to the curious 
reader with only a basic background 
in the “queen of sciences” the con- 
cepts of mathematics, mathematical 
physics and the philosophy of math- 
ematies, which Mr. Whitehead and 
definitively in their monumental 
Bertrand Russell treated almost 
work “Principia Mathematic.”

The Last of the Great Dogfighters

THE LOOK OF EAGLES by John T. Godfrey, 
Random House Inc., New York.

PEOPLE who have a stylized idea of pilots and 

particularly aces will be jarred a bit by this 
one. John Godfrey’s story is in the tradition only 
up to a point. 

He was one of those Americans who joined the 
RCAF before the U.S. got into World War II. He 
lived the artificially high life of wartime England, 
joined the U.S. forees after Pearl Harbor and scored 
36 kills to become an ace several times over. 

Adding to the Hollywood pattern, he was shot 
down, captured, toasted and interrogated by German 
fliers, escaped and returned a hero. 

But the story is not just one about a‘ good flier 
with some exciting missions behind him. It is_the 
study of a man who had proved himself in a war 
only to meet the biggest challenge of his life when 
it -was all over. His “adjustment” to civilian life 
was not easy. But he succeeded impressively in 
both business and politics. He served as a state 
senator and was considered a contender for the 
governorship. :

HIS book cannot escape comparison with John 

T. Godfrey's “The Look of Eagles.” There is 
much that is similar in the stories and the men. 
Both were fighter pilots, both worked the ETO, 
Godfrey claimed 36 kills and Johnson 28. Both 
stories deal in detail with the mechanics of aerial 
combat, the tension and the elation of early victory 
and the eventual strain of having become an ace, a 
multiple ace, a living legend and consequently a 
prime target. 

The differences in the stories are also notable. 
Godfrey, writing as he did in the late stages of what 
he knew to be an incurable disease, viewed his life 
in a somewhat different perspective. Johnson’s 
story begins with his boyhood, but the bulk of it is 
concerned with his flight training and his relatively 
short (one year) tour of combat. 

More than most recent writers, Johnson also 
gives an ample amount of space to his plane, 
intrepid P-47 which plays the book’s title role. 

The Thunderbolt’s story is one ‘which may never 
be repeated in an era of black boxes and indivisible 
“lJock-ons.”

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Garner Doesn‘t 
Need Gimmicks

| panes LOUIS GARNER is deservedly one of the most 
popular pianists in jazz. In the mid-forties when just 
about every other young jazz player was imitating someone 


else and concentrating upon “block 
chords” and ways of transferring 
bop phrases to the piano, Garner 
went his owm way and brought 
something fresh and original to 
jazz piano. 

A ‘two-handed piano player, 
who uses his left hand in much 
the same way as a straight guitar 
(“playing four’*) while his right 
hand “lags” slightly behind the 
beat, Garner was known as a 
“swinger.” To be sure, on slow 
ballads his playing was some- 
times almost saccharine, seeming 
more like Eddy Duchin than jazz 
music, but in the main Erroll’s 
playing was_ highly rhythmic, 
highly creative, highly original 
and unmistakably jazz. 

Recent Garner records, however, 
give little indication of Garner’s 
real talent, it seems to me. For 
commercial reasons known only to 
A&R mn, it seems as though Gar- 
ner today must always be presented 
with a new gimmick. Thus we find 
Garner playing with the Cleveland 
Symphony Orchestra; or minus 
bass and drums and sounding like 
an unkind caricature of himself in 
“Soliloquy” (Columbia 1060); or 
lost amidst unfamiliar and defi 
nitely not jazz-oriented music as on 
“Other Voices” (Columbia 1014) 
with Mitch Miller conducting; or 
playing harpsichord on several of 
the selections on his newest album, 
a two-LP set called “Paris Impres- 
sions” (Columbia C2L 9). 

This is not to suggest that there 
is not some good Garner to be 
found on the handsome new “Paris 
Impressions” set; there is. But 
there are gimmicks, too, and I am 
sure that some of Erroll’s earlier 
and less pretentious LPs will be 
played and replayed long after this 
album and the others noted above 
are long forgotten. 

Incidentally, as everyone must 
know by now, Erroll cannot read 
music. Born in Pittsburgh on 15 
June 1921 Garner first tinkled the 
piano at the age of three, partici- 
pating in family music sessions 
led by his father, a minstrel man 
and musician. Erroll’s older brother 








and-three older sisters all played 
musical instruments. 

By the time he was seven, Erroll 
was earning nickels and dimes en- 
tertaining at church socials and 
neighborhood parties, and about 
this time his mother decided that 
Erroll should have formal musi- 
cal training. A teacher was hired 
to instruct him in the rudiments of 
music, but Erroll only listened, 
slyly memorized what the teacher 


played, and played it back by ear. 


After two lessons and dis- 
couraged by her pupil’s determin- 
ation to remain a “play by ear” 
pianist, the teacher refunded the 
payments. Thus ended Erroll’s 
formal keyboard training. . He 
still can’t read music or even 
name chords. 

Unconcerned, Erroll. joined a 
teen-age group called the Candy 
Kids and entertained at taverns 
on Allegheny river boats. 

From 1940 to 1944 Erroll jobbed 
between Pittsburgh and New York, 
finally remaining in New York at 
the age of 23 with bassman Slam 
Stewart’s Trio. He received praise 
ip the jazz press for his work in 
52d Street clubs but was not known 
to the general public until 1946 
when his recording of “Laura” 
made the best-seller lists. The rec- 
ord eventually reached 500,000 
copies. Since then, Garner has been 
one of the most popular perform- 
ers in jazz.

FRITZ REINER turns in a first- 
rate Impressionist recital of De- 
bussy (Iberia and Images) and 
Ravel (Valses Nobles et Sentimen- 
tales; Miroirs, No. 4). The Chicago 
Symphony handsomely tailors it- 
self to the musical flow. Where 
some conductors get caught up in 
detail, Reiner moys along and the 
result is a unity rarely heard ex- 
cept in a Toscanini performance. 
RCA Victor’s sound is very satisfy- 
ing (LM-2222, $4.98).

JENNIE TOUREL, a versatile 
and too seldom heard singer, stars 
in a Decca release (DL-9981, $3.98) 
of Russian love songs. Included are 
songs of Tchaikovsky, Gretchanin- 
off, Balakirev, Glinka, and Rach- 
maninoff. All are sung well and 
sensitively, but Mme. Tourel shines 
particularly gloriously in Rachman- 
inoff’s “Soldier’s Bride.”

Unfortunately, the six 
short selections of his Own work 
are of relative unimportance.

The record can be 
classed as a worthy enterprise, but 
Angel has Prokofieff playing some 
important music.

"PAUL BOWLES has written 

much, traveled far, experimented 
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and doubtless learned a great deal. 
Unfortunately this background for 
“depth” does not show in his 
music.. M-G-M has recorded a Zar- 
mela (a kind of Spanish-style oper- 
etta) of Bowles’ called The Wind 
Remains (E-3549, $3.98). Dorothy 
Renzi (soprano) and Loren Driscoll 
(tenor) do the best they can, as 
does Carlos Surinach leading the 
M-G-M Chamber Orchestra.

When dummy has not bid a long 
suit, save your top cards and try 
to develop tricks in some other 
suit. As in today’s hand, your top 
ecards will serve as entries so that 
you can cash the tricks you have 
managed to establish.

TAKING a list of key industries, 
studied by the Senate Anti-Trust 
and Monopoly Committee, the AFL- 
ClO claims that these “industrial 
giants have frequently been able 
to defy market forces and to oper- 
ate outside the bounds of supply 
and demand.” 

That by “cooperating Instead of 
competing” they can raise prices 
even when demand is falling and 
that, despite the fact that techno- 
logical advances have made it pos- 
sible to cut costs, big industry has 
“used its economic power to raise 
prices and widen profit margins” 
while “labor’s share is less than 
it had a right to expect.” 

These arguments and some of 
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the figures are challenged by the 
people who blame wage hikes for 
higher prices. They claim that 
while some profits have increased, 
the rate of return on investments 
has not. 

Meanwhile, there are no signs 
that the biggest part of govern- 
ment spending is going to be re- 
duced, despite continued reports 
that the Pentagon is to make cuts 
here and there. There will be 
elimination of duplication but no- 
body without a deeply tinted pair 
of rosy glasses sees an overall re- 
duction in the defense budget. 

And while Secretary Anderson 
does the tax-collecting it isn’t 
likely that tax-cuts are in sight. 

Whether wages chase prices or 
vice versa, the labor market in 
and around Detroit is not sitting 
still. In fact it’s too lively for the 
unions themselves.

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More Foreign Color Films to Hit 
U.S. Market, Photokina Reveals 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


COLOGNE — As the ten-day 
biennial Photokina product and 
picture show here neared its end. 
one became increasingly conscious 
of its immensity and range. De 
tailed coverage became impossible, 
obliging the reporter to fall back 
on a consideration of trends rather 
than specific items. 

Among the most significant, for 
the American market, was the field 
of color film. Perutz announced 
that its color reversal film, simi 
lar in speed to Ektachrome, would 
be available in the United States 
early next year in the 35mm size, 
balanced for daylight, along with 
its daylight 8mm Kodachrome-type 
amateur film. The importer will 
be Burleigh Brooks of New York, 
who is already importing the Pe- 
rutz line of black-and-white still 
and movie films. 

The introduction of European 
color films to the United States 
has been handicapped by the 
lack of the required processing 
facilities and the enormous ex- 
pense and complication of setting 
up the necessary color finishing 
laboratories. 


Perutz has solved the problem 
simply by changing slightly the 
color balance of its film so that it 
could be processed in the conven- 
tional solutions already in use in 
American color finishing plants. 

Thus, the way will be opened 
for other European ‘color film 
makers to follow suit. Agfacolor, 
reversal and negative, importa 
tion of which had to be discon 
tinued because of the processing 
stumbling block, could conceivably 
work out a similar adaptation to 
the American market, as well as 
Adox, Ilford and others, companies 
already represented in America 
with their black-and-white emul- 
sions.

IN THE LENS category, the 
trend toward the use of the auto 
matic diaphragm for single-lens 
reflex cameras made further head-

camera. Automatic depth of field 
indicatien by means of advancing 
and r.teding colored bands -was a 
feature in several variations offer 
ed for a number of miniatures. 

In the new Alpa Macro Switar 
50mm £/1.8 Apochromat, the Kern 
Visifocus device shows the depth 
at any aperture by means of col- 
ored dots on either side of the 
depth of field scale. In a new 
Schneidér movie lens series, red 
and yellow bands are used, the red 
for acceptable sharpness, the yel- 
low for exacting requirements. In 
cidentally, thé Schneider movie 
lenses may be used for fading by 
disengaging the click stops. 

An ingenious feature of the 
35mm and 50mm lenses for the 
new Contarex reflex camera, 
which may be focused down to 
7% inches and 12 inches, is that 
aperture compensation for ex- 
treme closeups is automatic. In- 
stead of recalculating the effec- 
tive aperture when the lens is 
abnormally extended from the 
film plane, the lens diaphragm 
simply opens wider.

It_is dis 
tinctive for its green finish, the 
color demanded by wild-life pho 
tographers as an effective means 
of camouflage to avoid detection 
by and as a protection from their 
wild subjects. 

Automatic exposure control by 
eoupled built-in meter was incor- 
porated in new cameras and in im- 
proved models, notably in the Ko- 
dak Retina IIIS, in the Agfa Sil- 
ette Automatic, the Regula IIId 
Automatic, the Balda Automatic I, 
the Arette Automatic S, and in 
quite a few others.

THE SINGLE-LENS reflex field 
had many contributors, among 
them the Agfa Colorflex and Am- 
biflex, and the Braun Paxette Re- 
flex, all with automatic diaphragm 
control, the latter two with inter 
changeable lenses. The indica- 
tion was that, for some time manu- 
facturers favor the reflex design. 


There was little news in the 
view and large camera field with 
the exception of Plaubel’s Peco, 
Jr., a 2%x3% view camera of un- 
usual compactness for its type, and 
Linhof’s 4x5  bellowsless Aero 
Technika.

Perkine 8mm and 16mm _ black 
and-white movie film. Both films 
have extra anti-halation backing 
Both companies also announced 
innovations that may possibly lead 
to trends. The new Adox film has 
been sensitized to red and yellow 
achieving equal speed in daylight 
and tungsten. 

Perutz has perfected a means of 
equalizing the developing speed of 
films ranging from its slowest te 
its fastest emulsions to permit de- 
velopment of film of all speeds for 
the same time in the same de 
veloper.

Washington

I SPAIN they say “Discovery Day,” and in America we 
call it “Columbus Day,” but whatever name you go by, it 
was the occasion this week for much good fellowship between 


the New World and the Old. 


The Marques and Marquesa 
Villaverde, son-in-law and daugh- 
ter of Spain’s Generalissimo Fran- 
co, timed their American visit to 
be here for the event. Spain’s 
Minister of the Army, Lt. Gen. 
Antonio Barroso, was here too, He 
returned to Washington for the 
occasion from Fort Bragg, N.C., 
where he spent some time studying 
the training of airborne units, (See 
picture on this page taken at Bragg 
reception held in his honor. 

The Spanish Embassy, of course, 
held a Columbus Day reception at- 
tended by more than a thousand 
guests, mostly Americans. But be- 
fore the celebration got under way, 
the Marquesa presented a replica 
of the sword which Isabella used 
during the surrender of the Moors 
to Granada in 1492, to Secretary 
of the Army Wilber M. Brucker. 
At the same time Gen. Barroso 
presented a second sword to Army 
Chief of Staff Maxwell D. Taylor. 
This sword is a replica of the one 
used by Pizarro in the conquest of 
Peru. 

“These swords are symbolic of 
the friendship that today is re- 
newed,” Secretary Brucker said 
in acknowledging the gift. There 
was more to come, however. Gen. 
Barroso then turned to Undersecre- 
tary of the Interior Elmer Bonnet 
and presented him with five Span- 
ish antique weapons, among them 
a matchlock musket, a halberd and 
a Juan Sedacho knife, all for the 
U.S. National Park Service. 

The arms will be put on display 
in the San Marcos Castle Museum 
in St. Augustine, Fla. This castle 
was built in the 17th century to 
replace a wooden Spanish fortress 
there, the oldest military structure 
in North America. 

The Spaniards are proud of their 
one-time garrison because it was 
never, in its 250-year history, taken 
by the enemy. The Spanish govern- 
ment, Gen. Barroso said, wants the

Make no mistake about it, the 
canvasback and the redhead are 
on the skids. The F&WS experts 
tell us that for every 100 ducks 
alive this fall, by next autumn an 
appalling totat of 71 have been 
reduced to casualties. Of these, 47 
fall to the hunters’ guns and 24 
are lost to predators and natural 
causes. This leaves a frail 29 birds 
to propagate the species. When 
nesting waters dry up a bird which 
ordinarily brings off a hatch of 
75 percent drops to less than 50 
percent. Then the species is in 
danger of following the Dodo and 
the passenger pigeon.

THE POSSIBILITY of a lessen- 
ing in veterans rights in civil serv- 
ice got a severe setback when the 
veterans onganizations came out 
with renewed vigor against any 
changes. In fact, the DAV and the 
VFW asked that veteran be given 
even greater job retention rights. 

Some might ask how this is pos- 
sible, since veterans now have ab- 
solute job retention rights over 
non-vets in a reduction-in-force.. It 
is required by law that all non-vets 
be let go before any veterans are 
laid off 


But what the VFW and DAV. are 
exercised about is the career con- 
dition employee. 

Under present rules an employee 
must serve three years as a career 
conditional employee before get- 
ting full career status. Until he 
serves his three years, a veteran 
doesn’t get the absolute job reten- 
tion right over non-vets the GI 
Bill provided, 

The vet organizations are par- 
ticularly angry about this. It used 
to be that a-veteran had to serve 
only one year as a probationary em- 


ployee before gaining absolute job|° 


In all likelihood there will be no 

e@ one way or the other in 

veteran job rights in government 
in the immediate future.

THE AMERICAN LEGION, 
which merely asked for no change 
in the job retention right laws, has 
come out strong for one other im- 
portant, benefit for federal em- 
ployees—veterans and non-veterans 
alike. This is prompt back pay-

stored to a job from which he was 
suspended, fired or demoted. 
After an employee wins an ap-
